toad. 
Mrs. Kerr was the first to oe at­ 
tached by a sickness which 
indi­ 
cated some kind of internal poison­ 
ing. 
Her illness was followed im­ 
mediately by a similar attack on the 
other members of the two families 
except 
Mrs. 
Copeland, 
who 
alone 
was not affected. 
Mr. Kerr was taken sick March 
I t and died the following day. 
An 
autopsy 
was 
held 
and 
hH 
vitals 
were removed and sent to the state 
chemist at Oklahoma City for analy­ 
sis. 
The chemist informed County 
Attorney Wadlington Thursday that 
he had found a sufficient quantity 
of arsenic in the stomach of the 
dead man to kill two men. 
A number of witnesses were ex­ 
amined at the trial yesterday and a 
close investigation was made into 
the home life of the two families. 
Nothing was learned which pointed 
to the guilt of any particular per­ 
son. but it is understood that ce-,
